the news, and tho coroner at once started for 
the scene. 
The theory of the murder is that it was 
clone for robbery, as a few days ego Dunham 
sold 2» X) bushels of wheat for 1 150, and sold 
some calves for $100. 
As he was not in the 
habit of depositing his money in bank, it is 
supposed it was secreted about the house. 
Only $0 of it so 
fa r has been recovered, 
although his watch and jewelry were found. 
Mrs. Dunham recovered consciousness long 
enough Wednesday to ask if her husband 
was hurt, too, and a few moments after said 
the two men would leave in a few minutes. 
Who was Dunham’s second wife, by whom he 
had but one child, 
lie leaves four children 
by his first wife, all grown up and not living 
a t home. 
He was 50 years of ago and his 
wife is ML 
At last accounts she was begin­ 
ning to sink, and will probably not live to 
tell the story.

for their yliaiv. 
The court room was crowded during the 
session. 
Not only were the two principal 
cities in too country—New York and Cui- 
eag o—ivprt . eattd inside the bar, but many 
of the brig htest leg al lig hts of Indiana and 
some from adjoining states were present. 
The g reat question at issue was the foreclos­ 
ure of the mortg ag es in the Lako Krie «Sc 
Western litig ation. 
In the course of the 
• proceeding s the question of fees dime up. 
The trustees of the mortg ag es are repre­ 
sented by Butler, Stillman & Hubbard, of 
New York, and Williams & Thompson, of 
Chicag o. 
The receiver is represented by 
J udg e Chors, of Chicag o, and W. H. Hag er- 
born, of Ohio; J ames L. Hig h, ot Chicag o, 
and Whitridg e & Carey, of New York, rep­ 
resenting the company. 
Thu first firm wanted a fee of $20,000, but 
the judg e allowed them but $12,000, and 
Whitridg e & Cary and Hig h were not al­ 
lowed anything . 
When this ruling was 
made Whitridg e said there was nat a capa 
ble lawyer in Now York who would fore­ 
close the mortg ag es for less than $20,000. 
J udg o Gresham replied: “ New York is full 
of g ood lawyers who will foreclose mort­ 
g ag es not litig ated for $10,000. 
However 
that may be, if New York lawyers render 
service out here they must be content with 
compensation on the basis of what such serv­ 
ices are worth here.” 
Referring to the employment of Hag er- 
bom as counsel for the receiver, 
J udg e 
Gresham said: “ It has neither been made 
known to mo that Hag erbom was the coun­ 
sel for the receiver. I understood that J udg o

A WEAKENING ST RIKE. 


Indicatio ns 
That th e 
'L o ng sho rem en's 
F ig h t Is A bo ut Over. 
New Y ork , Feb. !0.—Considerable excite­ 
ment was occasioned among the striking 
iong eshoremen Wednesday by the announce­ 
ment that about 100 of Ward & Co.’s men 
had returned to work at the terms paid be­ 
fore the strike. 
This is reg arded by many as 
the commencement of a break in the trouble. 
Except for the number of ’loug shoiemen 
standing idle on the corners of the streets 
the river fronts have assumed almost their 
normal appearance. 
Thoug h it requires a 
larg er number of men to do the work now 
than formerly, the stoambeat and railroad 
pier manag ers all claim that business is as 
g ood as before the strike and that freig ht is 
being 
moved with the utmost facility. 
¿ Steamers now leave at the advertised time 
nud the jam of freig ht on the railroad piers 
no long er exists. 
Two deleg ates from the Knig hts of Labor 
met Henry and J . R. Maxwell, the represent­ 
atives of President Corbin, of the Reading 
railroad, Wednesday morning , but w ithout 
arriving at any satisfactory results. 
Tho 
question of calling out the knig hts on the 
Reading road is still open and may be or­ 
dered within two days, Mr, Corbin’s offer 
of a compromise having been refuse« !. 
The 
Knig hts of Labor insist on a g eneral settle­ 
ment, and intimate that new strikes will soon 
be taken to bring it about. 


D ebate o n P arnell's A m endm ent. 
London , Feb. 10.— In the ho ue ot com­ 
mons Wednesday nig ht the debate on Par­ 
nell’s amendment to the address in reply to 
the queen’s speech was resumed. 
McLaren, 
Gladstoniao, said that the plan of campaig n, 
1 houg h technically illeg al, in fact aided the 
g overnment in preserving peace in Ireland. 
He thoug ht they should assist instead o f 
crushing it. 
Clarke, Conserrative member for Ply­ 
mouth, said that lawyers of repute had ac­ 
knowledg ed that the plan of campaig n was 
an illeg al conspiracy. He believed the court’s 
action in the case of J ohn Dillion was con­ 
stitutional and just. The stories of cruelty 
at evictions, he said, were false, and were 
mainly the inventions of the Nationalists.

The worst elephant that ever walked in a 
circus parade in the United States was Fore* 
paughs well known b ig elephant Uoinea H< 
was as full of mischief as a monkey, and as 
dangerous as a dynam ite mine. 
Ih* was not 
l*n l in « ¡jells, b ut always b ad, and his a t­ 
tendant* never knew when his b ig trunk was 
going to swing at them with the force of a 
b attering ram. 
Tie considered every man 
who traveled with the Forepaugh show his 
iHjrn enemy. 
He had a special dislike to 
Adam Foropaugh, Hr., and never lost an op 
portunity to attem pt the veteran showman’s 
life. 
W henever Mr, Forepnugh went near 
him he would m ake a swipe at him with hi 
trunk or throw a t him the fh>t missile he 
could find. 
W hen the show came to Phi la 
delphia to w inter Komeo had to Ik* chained 
in the middle of a big room alone, out of roach 
of the sides and top. 
His chains had to lie 
fastened to a post anchored altotit ten feet in 
the ground, 
His hind legs had to lie fastened 
with chains stretched ob liquely out and b ack 
from him. 
Whenever an especially violent fit of tem ­ 
per seized Romeo it was necessary to throw 
him and l» oat him into sub mission. 
The 
this » wing woa accomplished 
by fastening 
b lock and tackle to the chains on the hind 
legs and draw ing those memb ers up under his 
b ig b ody until b e was compelled to let him­ 
self down. 
One© down he was chained tight 
and hold, while a dozen men would surround 
him and thrar.li him with poles until h* 
trumpeted “enough.” It frequently took ten 
hours to b ent, him into sub mission, and ho was 
often kept lying on the floor for thr<*o or four 
days b eforo lie would give in. 
The last seven years of his life Romeo de 
ponded on one eye to guide his elephantine 
way through life. 
The other was shot out b y 
his keeper, S tuart Craven, one day in the full 
of 18(15, on Ridge avenue, Philadelphia, after 
Romeo had b roken down the b rick wall of 
the anim al house where Forepaugh was win 
tering. 
Romeo took a notion to wander, and 
after raising m erry war among the other 
animals, he b utted down the b rick wall of the 
house and started down the Ridge. 
.Stuart 
Craven followed him with a shotgun and 
emptied ab out a pound of shot into Romeo’s 
leather hide. 
One load took effect in one of 
his eyes and b linded him, and at the same 
tim e conquered the b ig b rute so that he ul 
lowed himself to 
Ik* driven b ack to Ids 
quarters. 
A couple of years later Romeo killed an a t­ 
tendant named “Cahada Bill” at H art b oro. 
Pa., b y throwing him against a wall and 
then getting him in front of him and kneel­ 
ing upon lam. “Elephant George,” an attend­ 
ant, was nearly drowned b y him while riding 
across a river on the elephant's neck. Romeo 
dived three times in the attem pt to drown 
George, who was rescued just in time b y the 
other people of the show, who went after him 
in l» oats. 
Romeo died in Chicago in 1872 from lock­ 
jaw, caused b y the sort« made on his ankles 
b y the shackles. 
Hi« skeleton is now m ount­ 
ed in the College of Surgeons and Physicians 
in Chicago. 
In his time ho killed three men 
and destroyed $50,000 worth of property. 
Mogul, an elephant that was owned b y 
John O’Brien, had a propensity to knock 
down and kneel upon anyb ody who was near 
him when he took one of his fits of b ad tem- 
I>er. 
He was a hard animal to conquer, and 
it frequently took several days’ thrashing. 
He was killed in 1871 In an attem pt to sub due 
him. 
Ho was kept lying down for four days 
on damp ground after a thrarhing, and he 
caught cold and died of pneumonia. 
Chief and Queen, twoolephants of the Bar- 
num herd, were sold to Mr. Forepaugh last 
spring for $2,000. This low price was ac­ 
cepted for them on account of their danger­ 
ous temper. Queen had an unex plainable 
hatred for J ames A. Bailey , of Barnum, 
Bailey & Hutchinson, from the first time she 
saw him, and the big brute never lost an op­ 
portunity to make an attempt upon his life. 
At the opening of the season two y ears ago in 
Madison Square garden, she nearly succeeded 
in accomplishing her designs on Mr. Bailey . 
Queen was in the procession coming down the 
track, and Mr. Bailey was walking in the op­ 
posite direction. When Queen saw him com­ 
ing she edged out toward him. and as Mr. 
Bailey got opposite her there was a post be­ 
hind him. Queen saw her opportunity and 
swerved suddenly toward him, attempting to 
catch him between her huge body and the 
post and squeeze him to death, but Bailey saw 
her purpose just in tirno and sprang aside, es­ 
caping by a hair’s breadth. 
Pickaninny , the little clown elephant, 
known all over the country on account of his 
funny peformances with the clown, Charlie 
McCarthy , was performing at Slocum’s min­ 
strels several weeks ago, and kept his temper 
well enough uutil the last night, when betook 
a notion to play the bad elephant. He started 
by knocking his keeper down, and then picked 
him up and threw him against the wall. The 
man was nearly dead when McCarthy res­ 
cued him. 
Emperor, who was J umbo’s side partner 
with the Barnum show during the season be­ 
fore last, took a fit of stubbornness 011 him in 
Troy , N. Y., while being driven through the 
street, and he broke away and went on a 
rampage. Ho got into an iron foundry and 
burned his feet, and then ran into a crowded 
street. Before he was caught and chained he 
had injured four men and a woman, and had 
done # 4,000 worth of other damage. 
When Adam Forepaugh started in the 
menagerie business he had but two elephants 
with him. They were Romeo, the wickedest 
in the country , and Annie, a black African 
elephant, the trickiest on the road. It was 
Annie’s delight to frighten farmers’ teams 
into running away , and she was never happier 
than when she could scare a cow out of seven 
y ears’ milk. 
Whenever she saw a cow on the 
road out went the big ears like sails, trunk 
and tail were elevated, and with a soul har­ 
rowing series of trumpeting! Annie would 
make at the cow, and in about five seconds 
that cow, surrounded by a cloud of dust, 
would disappear over the horizon. 
The biggest and wickedest elephant in the 
country will backoff from a rat or mouse, 
and will tremble and trumpet if advanced 
upon by the little animal » Philadelphia 
Record.
